Since that time, his guidance and in- 
fluence have contributed largely to mak-

He is a member of the Judd 
Club a group of leading educators in 
and about Chicago, a member of the 
Prairie Club of Chicago, and a charter 
member of the Hammond Kiwanis Club. 
Moreover, he is one of the most respect- 
ed and influencia! citizens of Hammond. 

Under his calm and steady hand, H. 

H. S. has weathered both the Depression, 
when her enrollment almost doubled 
and classrooms were crowded to the 
walls, and World War II, when the 
school, though under staffed, gladly as- 
sumed its responsibility in helping to 
win the war. In such crises Mr. Spohn 
showed his strength as a leader.

of creative writing. The school year book, “The Dunes,” is published yearly to give the students 
pleasure in later years to remember their school days. This book is published by the students and e> 
receive a first hand view of both the editorial and business slants of the publishing business. 


The composition and literature classes aid in teaching the basic rules of the English language, e 
essentials of writing, and an interpretation and understanding of life through the reading of literary 
masterpieces. Before this year, composition and literature have been taught separately; now, starting 
in the freshmen classes these two subjects are to be merged. 


The library gives aid to students on reference work for their various classes and also serves as 
a source of good reading material. It also provides the students working there with experience in 

library work.

science 



The mathematics and science departments of Hammond High offer the 
students the opportunity to build a firm foundation for their later education. 

The mathematics courses of Hammond High are extensive. In the college 
preparatory division, two years of algebra, one year of plane geometry, one 
semester of solid geometry, and a semester of trigonometry are offered with the 
addition of a senior math course which is a refresher of the first years of 
algebra and geometry. 

The commercial students are offered bookkeeping, business mathematics, 
and general mathematics. 

The science department of Hammond High offers the following courses: 
biology, physics, chemistry, foods and clothing. It is the aim of this depart- 
ment to prepare the students for college science, to give the students an 
understanding and working knowledge of laboratory method, to acquaint 

the student with his environment and to give him an appreciation of 
the discoveries which have been made in science. The foods classes enable 
the girls to gain a knowledge of the basic methods of preparing and planning 
meals. The clothing classes give the girls an opportunity to make garments 
under supervision. In the process of making the garments the students 

learn many of the fine points in making attractive clothing. 

The Biology Club was created to give the students interested in the growth, structure, and hab- 
its of plants and animals a further chance to develop their skills and knowledge. 

Some students interested in physics and chemistry are given the opportunity to further their 

laboratory experiences by becoming laboratory assistants. 

Mathematics and sciences of all types are taking an increasingly important part in our world 
system.

For both of the above mentioned sports, the cheerleaders were out in 
front of the crowd urging victory with bigger and louder yells. 

Early in the spring the lower halls were filled with boys in track clothes. 

The “Thinlies” won one of the largest indoor meets bringing glory to 
Hammond High. Jack Blair broke the state indoor record for the broad jump. 

Baseball, the great American sport, is also represented at Hammond High. 

This year the baseball team played out a full schedule of eighteen games. In 
the spring they entered NIHSC competition. 

The tennis team of Hammond High was composed for the most part of underclassmen who will be 
back next year swinging their rackets for Hammond High. This year they won the Western Division 
Conference crown and won six of their conference games. 

The »olf team won five matches against Hammond schools this year. Golf is started in the fall and 

is resumed early in the spring. The golf season was terminated by a state wide match which was held 

at Indianapolis on May twenty-fourth. 

This year an old organization was started again at Hammond High. This was the H-Men’s Club. The 
members of this club must have earned a major letter. The club is in charge of the banquets at the end 
of each sport season. 

The “Federation of Managers” is composed of the managers of the various sports. These managers 
run the team and take care of the equipment. 

The girls of Hammond High do not by-pass sports. Many of the girls participate in volleyball, 
swimming, basketball, tennis, archery, ping-pong, and other sports. 

The school provides the student body with many other forms of recreation. These are in the form 
of school-sponsored dances, parties, and auditorium sessions. 

The people of the world have had enough of war and misery, now it is time for them to relax and 

have a good time. They may find this recreation and good time in sports either by participation or 
by being a spectator. Now that the Olympic games are again going to be held, the people from all 
nations will have the opportunity to be with, come to know, and understand the people of different nations.

hammond gridman won 7 lost 2 

On September twelfth the Hammond High eleven 
triumphantly marched over Bishop Noll Central 32 to 7. 
This victory gave coach Nelson his first victory as 
head coach of Hammond High. 

The Rough Riders annexed their third straight 
victory at the expense of an inspired Hammond High 
15 to 7. Hammond fumbled in the opening minutes of 
the game and this combined with a blocked kick helped 
Roosevelt jump off to a nine point lead. The remainder 
of the game was hard fought, with both lines stopping 
opposing backs with very little gain.

Gary Emerson handed the Wildcats their second 
and final defeat of the ’46 campaign with a 19 to 14 
score.

The Cats overwhelmed the Pioneers in every 
vital department making four times as many first downs, 
piling up nineteen times as much yardage from scrimmage 
and generally pushing the Pioneers around. Clark’s two 
tallies came after blocking two Hammond punts. 

In a round robin free-for-all Hammond’s gridmen 
defeated Lew Wallace 20 to 6. Lew Wallace gave the 
Hammond rooters a scare by passing their way to a 
tally in the opening minutes of the game. Matters were 
soon brought under control by Hammond’s gridmen as 
they gained victory 

Without the aid of two Hammond varsity men, 
the Wildcats sorely dubbed city rival Hammond Tech. 
Hammond High’s power was too much for Tech’s Tigers 
as the Cats rolled to their 6th Western Division win 
against one loss.
